One writer from Arabkir gives the fol- 


lawing details of horror in his letter. He 
says: "It was a great comfort that some 
friends escaped the massacres of Novem- 
ber 6, but the Nalbandian brothers were 
taken by guile to the government house. 
They were bound together and shot, and 
many others were treated in the same 
manner. 
These have been killed, but 


many others remain in prison. Hungry, 
naked and miserable women who were 
accustomed to dress well and adorn their 
persons with costly ornaments are now 
naked and miserable, and hunt through 
ruined buildings to collect charred wood 
to Eel! to cover their nakedness. 


"Ctiurches and schools have become the 


taven of many refugees who wander 
about from morning to e\ ening, beginning 
hungry and then return in the evening 
empty handed, weary, cold and almost 
dead only to sleep on the stones. 


"Hundreds of women and virgins are 


outraged in Turkish houses. Some have 
become Islam because of their wretched, 
ness and some have given their daughters 
to the Turks. 
Eighteen hundred houses 


are turned to ashes, and 3,000 persons 
have been sacrificed. The remainder ire 
terrified by the threat of the Turks say- 
ing: 'Your turn is coming; 
we will 


massacre you later.' A man who takes 
refuge is slaughtered like a sheep, just 
as Arsen Hadji and 
Kakagee Agha.

The Local Board Rece.vjd Instructions 


Yesterday from the Chief Exanlner. 


Henry Sherwin of Boston, chief exam- 


iner of the state civil service commission, 
was in this city yesterday afternoon and 
met George French and A. W. Chippen- 
dale of the local civil service board.

He also met 
the mayor, city solicitor, chairman of the 
board of public works, chairman of the 
board of health, city clerk and city engi- 
neer, and had a consultation with those 
officials in relation to city employees who 
would come under the operation of civil 
service regulations in their respective 
departments.

amination of applicants for the police ser. 
vice at an early date. Citizens who have 
resided in Massachusetts during the past 
year and in North Adams during the past 
six months hatfe a right to apply. They 
must stand five feet, seven inches in bare 
feet and must weigh at least 135 pounds 
without clothing. They must be not less 
than twenty-two years of age nor more 
than forty. Blank applications may be 
obtained of A. W. Chippendale, secretary 
of the civil service board.

RESOLUTIONS

Rev. H. B. Santikian Spoke on the Rela- 


tions of the Turks, Kurds and Ar- 


menians, the Outrages and Mas- 


sacres. Col. Bi ace well Spoke. 


A mass meeting was held last night in 


Wilson opera house for the purpose of 
protesting against the cruelties practiced 
by the Turks on the Armenians and taking 
some steps to render some assistance to 
the suffering Armenians and help arouse 
a public sentiment against the Turkish 
outrages. 
The attendance was not so 


large as it might have been nor so repre- 
sentative either. 
It was a sympathetic 


number which gathered as was attested 
by the attention given the speakers, the 
applause that burst forth at times and the 
response made to the announcement that 
a collection v, ould be taken up for Rev. 
Mr. Santikian, who made the principal 
address. 


As has been repeatedly announced 


Mayor A. C. Houghton presided. Shortly 
after 8 o'clock Mr. Houghton and Rev. F. 
D. Penney, who was most active in ar- 
ranging for the meeting, ascended the 
platform and in a few minutes Mr. Hough- 
ton requested that the honorable mem. 
bers of the city council who were present 
to come forward and be seatedon the plat- 
form also. Col. John Bracewell, presi- 
dent of the council, H. W. Clark, Edward 
Bissaillon and Thomas Butterworth took 
seats beside the other on the stage. Rev. 
John C. Tebbetts occupied a seat on the 
platform also. Rev. A. B. Church was 
not present and Kev. W. L. Tenney had a 
cold and did not think it advisable to at- 
tend. 


Tbe Mayor's Remark*. 


Mr. Houghton made the opening re- 


marks and in the beginning said the ob- 
ject of the meeting was to show sympathy 
for the down-trodden of Turkey and tl at 
Christian people. It was most proper, he 
continued, that the youngest city of Mas- 
sachusetts, almost under the shadow of. 
the Haystack monument that marks the 
spot where foreign missions were first 
born, should do this when we think of 
Mills and his fellow students, who thought 
they must do something for foreign na- 
tions to take the gospel of Christianity to 
them, winding their way out into the 
fields and coming up into the shadow of 
the haystack at whose base foreign mis- 
sions were planned it is most fitting that 
such a thing should be done. It is true 
they had missions in Europe previous to 
this, but this beginning, this organizing of 
foreign missions, to send out missionaries 
to carry the light of Christianity to other 
people, had its origin in Williamstown. 
It is proper, then, that North Adams 
should show her sympathy with the 
Armenians and protest against the op- 
pression of this innocent people by the 
Turks. All have read of the crimes against 
this people and because they choose to wor- 
ship the living God. When we think 
that the ruler of a people inspires his sol- 
diers to go and slay another people, 
causing their blood to flow in the lanes, 
we wonder that this can be allowed to go 
on in the world. It is to create a sympa- 
thy for these wronged paople that we are 
here. 
We have missionaries in that 


country, among that people and we want 
to have them protected. We know what 
it ii to have oppression in onr own land. 
We have aeen the shackles shaken off the 
slave and have hoard tne proclamation of 
a Lincoln. Mr. Houghton regretted that 
the Venezuelan question had come up to 
prevent the best efiort on behalf ot the 
Armenians, but regretted moie that grand 
old Roman, W. E. Gladstone is not the 
present premier of England. If he were 
he would send bucli a demand as our own 
Ethan Allen did at Ticondernga, "In the 
name of the Great Jehovah and the con- 
tinental congress." 
With 
h4in there 


there would be a request that would bring 
these atrocities to an end. We wish to 
protest and have it known that the people 
of this country protest. We must remem- 
that the Armenians lived long where they 
are before the Turks came. Th« Tuiks 
came afterwards and nothing good is 
known of them. It seeuis that the words 
of our beloved and departed Lowell unit 
the present conditions: 
"He's true to God who's true to man! 


\v herever wrong is done 


To the humblest and the weakest, 'neath 


the all beholding sun, 


That wrong is also done to us; and they 


are slaves most base 


Whose love of right is for themselves, and 


not for all their race." 


Mr. Nnntikian's Story. 


Rev. H. Santikian of Harpoot, an Ar- 


menian minister, who was educated at 
Andover theological school and returned 
to his country to preach, was then intro- 
duced. Mr. Santikian had a large church 
in Armenia and was suspected of preach- 
ing on political matters. He explained 
he did not, but was marked and so es- 
caped from Turkey. His family escaped, 
too, but they are where he knows not if 
ever he will meet them again. He said it 
is not the first time I have spoken about 
the outrages in Turkey. I was thinking 
why yon came here. You know nothing 
or the Armenian. You see one once in a 
while and you never see him smile, he is 
always meditating. 
People call me a 


Turk. But now they are disorinating be- 
tween Turks and Armenians. The differ- 
ence is we are the Turks servants and they 
are our masters. We were in Armenia 
before the Turks. There are four million 
of 
us. 
Armenians ore spread all 


over Turkey and seem as if they are the 
pillars of the country. They are not only 
pillars, but the purse also. 
The Turks 


pay no poll tax. Our religion is different 
and that is the cause of the trouble. 
If 


our religion was Mahommedan like the 
Arab we could get along very well. From 
the time a Turkish child is born he 
is 
taught 
to hate the Armenian 


and that 
he 
has 
no right 
to 


life 
when he ceases to be of ser- 


vice and p'easure to the Turks. The cause 
of the massacres is not accider^jl. The 
trouble has been smouldering and now 
bursts into Same. When a Christian and 
a Turk meet at a fountain the Turk fills 
his vessel flrtt, when the Turk enters the 
Christian stands up. It IB not so when

The Legislature. 


In the house yesterday Representative 


Kearn of North Adams presented a peti- 
tion and accompanying bill from the may- 
or of North Adams that the city be auth- 
orized to issue additional water bonds. 
The bill provides that the city, for the 
purpose of completing its reservoir at the 
"Notch," issue bonds to an amount not 
exceeding 
530,000 in addition to all 


amounts heretofore authorized. 
These 


bonds shall bear interest Bcmi-ar.nually at 
a rate not exceeding 4 per cent. The bill 
further provides that a sinking fund shall 
be established by the city council and the 
income from water rates not applicable to 
the payment of other water debts of the 
city shall be applied to the payment of 
the principal and interest of the bond 
issue.

COLE'S BEAUTIFUL 
PINE 
GROVE. 


Description of The Favorite Local Resort 


for Pleasure Parties. Its Pavilion 


and Cottages. Should be In 


Good Hands. 


It is announced that "Coles' grove," the 


well known local resort for picnics and 
excursion parties, is to be sold. This 
grove of pine with its surrounding forests 
of oak an4 chestnut is most delightfully 
located in the southern slope of the moun- 
tain to the north and east of Williams- 
town, overlooking the beautiful valley of 
the Hoosac and facing the picturesque 
group of hills lying at the foot of majestic 
Graylock. 


The entrance to the grounds Is just 


across the railroad from the Fitchburg 
depot and at the junction of the roadways 
that lead from North Adams from the 
east and Pownal from the west to the vil- 
lage of Williamstown. The new electric 
car line from North Adams and Williams- 
town lands passengers directly at the 
grove. 


The pine grove which constitutes the 


most attractive part of the pleasure 
grounds consists of thirty acres, while the 
surrounding property that goes with the 
grove contains about ninety-five acres, 
chiefly of unimproved wood land, from 
which oak and chestnut timber is being or 
about to be cut; so that the entire proper- 
ty to be sold is about 123 acres. The beau- 
tiful pine trees of the grove are not to be 
cut. The removal of the trees from the 
other part of the grounds will greatly Im- 
prove the entire place, providing as it 
will serve very attractive building lots for 
summer cottages. 


Next to the pine trees the feature of the 


grove from the standpoint of excursion 
parties and ether merry-makers is the 
pavilion which stands in a very desirable 
section of the ground.

Near it, however, is a cottage intended to 
be used only for kitchen and dining pur- 
poses. Not far from the pavilion is a 
bnilding exclusively for ladies, with con- 
veniently arranged waiting and toilet 
rooms. There is a spring of water near 
the pavilion and in another part of the 
grove a large water tank to which water 
is brought from the mountain. Drive- 
ways pass through the grove and around 
it 


This grove has had great popularity 


even when the convenience for reaching 
it were not first-class, but now that the 
electric road affords such delightful op- 
portunities for pleasuse parties it would 
seem as though it would naturally become 
the great attraction of the kind in this 
locality. It would be a fortunate thing 
if enterprising 
North Adams parties 


should purchase and improve it either for 
a first-class resort for excursionists or for 
summer cottages. Tho proprietor of an 
excursion or summer resort from centre! 
New York and other parties have been 
looking at the property, but it is to be 
hoped lor the good of North Adams and 
Williamstown that it may be sold only to 
desirable parties.

Nevertheless we are are to a degree pros- 
perous. Our voice was heard in 1878 and 
the Sultan was obliged to protect the Ar- 
menians. In 1882 the Sultan called his 
councilors together and decided that the 
only way to get rid of the Armenian ques- 
tion was to get rid of the Armenians. I 
wish we had not sent that petition to 
Berlin. I wish the powers had not acted. 
The Kurds are like the old Medes and are 
nominally Mahommedans. They occupy 
the highlands and oppress the Armenians 
They demand and must be paid. The Ar- 
menian, by the law of the country, must 
not carry a pocket knife. The Kurds 
on the one side, the Turks on the 
other, the one wanting the money the 
other the life meet down in poor Ar- 
menia. The Kurds had trouble with the 
Armenians and then the sultan sent his 
army to help thejn wipe out the Armen- 
ians and 10,000 were killed in three weeks. 
Then came moss meetings and resolutions 
but absolutely nothing came of them. 
The powers combined and drew up reso- 
lutions and sent them to the sultan to 
sign. He waited and ordered and planned 
massacres before he signed. I can doubt 
if the sun will rise tomorrow, but I cannot 
doubt that the sultan sent those orders. 
Oh you who have mothers, daughters and 
husbands think of the conditions. Every 
Armenian I meet in this country tells me he 
has lost an uncle or a friend. I myself have 
the same story to tell. Friends with whom 
I talked some months ago have been mur- 
dered. A Christian minister, a co-laborer 
of mine, was cut to pieces, his eyes put 
out then killed. A friend, an architect, 
was dragged through the streets and hung 
at his own gate head down and killed. 
That is not all. Innocent women and 
girls are dragged to Turkish hells where 
they are held in bondage and compelled 
to lead a life that is worse than the hor- 
rible death. Mr. Santikian spoke of the 
privations the Armenians are suffering, 
showed how they needed immediate assis- 
tance and closed his talk expressing the 
hope that some day Armenia would be 
free. He was applauded when he sat 
down. 


Col. John Bracewcll Talked. 


Col. John Bracewell said he had thought 


he might say this and he might say that, 
but the thought that came to him was 
that God made made man in his own 
image and sent his Son to save us all, so 
our hearts go out to each other.

doesn't we are not acting as Christians.

INVENTOR OF THE AIRBRAKE. 


The Thing That Started WertlngUouse on 


the Road to Fortune. 


A cumber of years ago a Pennsylvania 


inventor wanted to soil Mcliee Himkin, 
the actor, a largo interest in a pateut air- 
brake for railways for asniiill sum. Tho 
actor did not fuel like investing, even ou 
tho soleinu assurance of tho confident in- 
voctor that the apparatus > was greatly 
needed, but he 1ms always wished he had 
advanced tho sum offered, for the young 
inventor was George Westlnghouso, and 
the airbrake has proved cue of the must 
important and valuable inventions of tbo 
century. Westiughouse is like Edison in 
his capacity for hard work. After a day 
spent, in diructiug the groat commercial 
organizations of which he is tho head ho 
gues to his laboratory and private shop to 
conduct tho experiments which it is his 
delight to carry on. To such a man the 
invention of the airbrake was merely a 
step in tho earner o£ fertile planning and 
investigation. When his braka was well 
started ou the high road to success, ho 
turned to tho steam engine and brought 
out a practically uew typo in that Held. 


By the time this eugine was placed on 


the market electrfcity Was attracting the 
attention of inventive) minus throughout 
the country. Westinghouso vlowed the 
situation and decided that the theu com- 
inou use of low ieusiozi, continuous cur- 
rents, while good lor incandescent light' 
ing uud power purposes on circuits of lim- 
ited extent, was unsatisfactory for longer 
circuits. He looked forward into tlio fu- 
ture of electrical dlslributiou of power arid 
saw that high tension alternating cur- 
rents would prove the most important iu 
a few years. Su ho bought up tho leading 
foreign and domestic patent in this branch 
of electrical development, then neglected, 
and went to work improving and perfect- 
ing his apparatus.—Boston Transcript.

Iron bridge picked up employes of the

Five Italians who lived nt 
EHBI Hartford lire still unaccounted for, 
although several of the men who were 
rescued ilo not believe that they all went 
down with the wreck.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Yesterday's Now 


Tork World contained a cartoon repre- 
senting J. P. Morgan looking through the 
envelope containing the Stewart combine 
bid by the aid of the newly-discovered 
photography. 
This is typical of the in- 


sinuations of unfairness on the part of 
treasury officers in handling the bids, now 
going the rounds of the press. 


While unwilling to dignify by denial 


the absurd charges, Secretary Carlisle au- 
thorizes that the fullest publicity be given 
the proceedings. It became evident last 
week at the rate that the indorsed pack- 
ages wore coming in that some udvuuoo 
preparations would be njoessary to pre- 
vent a clog at the last moment, and so a 
committee of three were chosen—Eckels, 
Morgan and Uuutlngton—who, with three 
fully trusted assistants, began, Monday 
morning, the opening and recording of 
the bids. 


Up to Tuesday night these six men had 


balloted 3500 bids, but Wednesday morn- 
ing's mail was of such proportions that a 
half-dozen more 
trusted helpers were 


taken into the secret chamber. No oue of 
the men, including the original com- 
mittee, left the room, after entering it 
Wednesday morning, until the bids were 
mado public, and it was at this time time 
all the big bids came in. The Morgan bid 
and tho Stewart bid came between 11 
o'clock and noon,'and, almost simultane- 
ously, the Mttrgnu bid was brought to the 
treasury by a clerk of Harvey Flsk& Sons. 


An incident which occurred during tho 


reading of the bids throws some further 
light upon the alleged inside knowledge: 
The Stewart bid was 110.075. This cipher, 
Mr. Eckles, in reading, overlooked, and 
for a long time reid off every such bid as 
110.75, which put it ahead ot the Morgan 
bid of 110.158. Representatives of tho Mor- 
gan syndicate wuro plainly upset by this, 
and took a new interest in things when 
tho correction was made. Secretary Car- 
lisle's first knowledge of the Morgan bid, 
or even that oue had been made, was tho 
applause he heard from the next room 
when tho hundred-million offer was read. 


The practice of opening bids iu advance 


is not now. In one of the former popular 
loans bids were tabulated as soon as re- 
ceived, and Secretary Carlisle went to 
New York lo confer with bankers on the 
Monday before the Thursday upon which 
the bids were to be opened. Ha had dis- 
covered by this advance opening that only 
$2,000,000 of the $50,000,000 called for had 
been subscribed, and timely warning 
saved the loan from failing. 


The method ot opening the present bond 


issue was perfectly square, and criticism 
of it is the only safet/y-valve in sight for 
tho ]>ent-up hostility ot those disarmed by 
the handsome success of the loan. 


Tho aiorffnu Syndicate Shars. 


Late yesterday afternoon the treasury 


officials completed the computation of the 
bids received for the new bond issue, from 
which it appears that the amount of the 
bids above that of J. P. Morgan and his 
associates (1110.6877) was $86,788,650, and 
that the amount which will be awarded to 
the syndicate, therefore, will be t3B,Sll,850, 
or, approximately, one-third of the whole 
issue. 


The number of successful bidders is 781. 


In arriving at this conclusion, the offi- 
cials have thrown out a very few bids, 
obviously fictitious, and a larger number 
which were irregular in important par- 
ticulars. Some of those bore no signature, 
and others did not contain the amount in- 
tended to be bid for, while still other) 
omitted the rate. 


Those lost, however, are not supposed to 


aggregate any considerable sum. The fact 
that two-thirds of the entire issue are 
found to have been at rate's ranging above 
$110.0877 la something of a surprise to all 
who heard the bids announced, but there 
Is no question of the accuracy of the 
statement, as all of the bids have again 
been gone over and all errors made in the 
hurry of the day of tho opening have beec 
corrected. 


It is the intention of the officials to have 


the revised list of successful bidders ready 
for publication this afternoon, and at the 
same time it is hoped to have ready for 
mailing all of the letters of acceptances of 
bids. It is also expected that the amounts 
bid for at the several rates will be ready to 
announce. 


In Conffraa*. 


The opproprlatlons committee of the 


senate have demonstrated their ability to re- 
sist the movement which the younger and 
newer clement of the senate have sought to 
inaugurate. The committee are one of tho 
powers of tho senate, shaping all appro- 
priation bills save one. The proposed 
change drafted by Mr. Dubois contem- 
plated distributing the large appropria- 
tion bills to 1). special committees. Tho 
debate h<vs lasted several days, and H was 
considered certain that the reform would 
prevail. 


The first test came yesterday, and Mr. 


Allison, chairman of the committee, suc- 
ceeded iu having the reform resolution 
sent to the committee on rules until next 
December. The reference was without in- 
structions, and was accepted as a victory 
for the appropriation committee and the 
conservative element of the senate. 


Mr. Frye (Me.) was chosen by unani-

ATTITUDE OF ENGLAND 


And What She Claims as Her Rights 


In the Transvaal's Relations. 


Uitlanders Are Deprived of 


Bights by Boers. 


Secretary Chamberlain Suggests Remedies For 


the Existing Difficulties. 


IiOKDON, Feb. 8.—Secretary Chamber- 


lain's dispatch to Sir Hercules Robinson, 
governor of Cape Colony, which was trans- 
mitted Fob. 4, was gazetted last evening, 
Bud proves rather interesting reading. 


It reviews the history of events in fch» 


Transvaal slnco 1891, and points out that 
the mining interests, the mainstay of tho 
country, are mainly in the hands of tho 
Uitlanders, who are debarred by legisla- 
tion from the rights of citizenship, and 
states that the whole direction of affairs 
imd the right of taxation remain a monop- 
oly in the hands of a decreasing minority 
of the population engaged in agriculture, 
whilst the majority, who raised the revc' 
nue from £75,000 to £2,000,000, are denied 
any voice in the government of the Trans- 
vaal and are unable to obtain redress for 
the formidable grievances hampering and 
injuring them incessantly. 


Mr. Chamberlain emphasizes the pacific 


and above-board character of the Uit- 
lander agitation, and recalls that tha Uit- 
landers' positions were rejected by the 
volksraad amid scornful laughter, one 
member of that body challenging the Uit- 
landers to take up arms and light. 


The massing of the Bechuanaland police 


at Mafeking did not cause anxiety, as it 
•was understood to bo merely a rendezvous 
prior to disbanding. When it was sug- 
gested (in l)ec. 29 that tho Chartered com- 
pany's police might intervene at Johannes- 
burg it appeared incredible; but Mr. 
Chamberlain wired a warning to Gov- 
ernor Robinson instructing him to warn 
Cecil Bhodes, the premier of Cape Colony, 
of the consequences. Unfortunately, Dr. 
Jameson hod already entered the Trans- 
vaal. 


The document then reviews tho subse- 


quent events jmtil Governor Robinson re- 
turned to Cape Town, mentioning that 
President Kruger refussd Governor Rob- 
inson definite 
assurance that reforms 


would be granted the Uitlamlers, owing 
to the suspicion thab there was a wide- 
spread conspiracy to overthrow the con- 
stitution—wluoh Mr. Chamberlain 
did 


not regard as an adequate reason. 


Where England Comen In. 


He then proceeds to state the position of 


Great Britain and her claims toward the 
Transvaal, saying: "Since the conven- 
tion of 18S1 Great Britain has recognized 
the Transvaal as independent internally, 
but its external relations are subject to 
tho control of Great Britain. Thero is no 
reason to anticipate that a foreign state 
will dispute our lights, but it is necessary 
to state clearly that the government in- 
temls to maintain them In their entirety. 
Internally, Great Britain is justified in 
the interests of South Africa as a whole, 
and for the peace and stability of the 
Transvaal, to tender friendly counsels re 
Guarding the newcomers, mainly British 
subjects." 


The dispatch then deals at length with 


the grievances of t,he Hand, and expresses 
Mr Chamberlain's belief that difficulty of 
naturalization and the franchise could be 
met by granting the franchise after five 
years' residence and the removal of the 
objectionable features of the oath of al- 
legiance, whi'.:h still would effectually de- 
prive the person of his status as a British 
subject. 


Mr. Chamberlain then suprgrests the con- 


sideration of the other grievances, taxa- 
tion, education and monopolies, and es- 
pecially the exclusion of Uitlanders from 
the police, anil proposes that the Rand be 
accorded modified local autonomy, Includ- 
ing.control of its own taxation, subject to 
the payment to the government of annum, 
sliding tribute., based oil the fluctuations 
of the mining industry, such legislation 
tobesuoject to the veto of the president 
and executive. 


Mr. Chamberlain further suggests that 


the Rantl also be given a superior law 
court, tind that the Ramlers be not en- 
titled to a voice in the. volksraad executive 
or in the president's election, thus reliev- 
ing the burghers of their haunting fear 
that tlio newcomers would utilize tho 
franchise to upset their form of govern- 
ment. 


The dispatch concludes: "These sug- 


gestions are not offered in degradation of 
the president's authority, but as a sincere 
and friendly contribution of her majesty's 
government to the settlement of a ques- 
tion which continues to threaten the 
quietude of the republic and the welfare 
and progress of South Africa." 


As the settlement involves so many de- 


tails which are easier settled by a per- 
sonal conference, Mr. Chamberlain sug 
gests to President Kruger that, if it is 
convenient and agreeable to him, he 
should come to England.
